Gromyko Links 
Arm Cuts To Aid 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko proposed today that 
the Big Five members of the 
U.N. Security Council voluntari­ 
ly reduce their military spend­ 
ing by IO per cent and use part 
of the funds thus saved to aid 
developing countries. 
“If everyone agrees to this 
proposal,” Gromyko said, “and 
if the General Assembly adopts 
an appropriate resolution, a 
useful thing will be done 
“We consider it advisable to 
take as a starting point for the 
proposed reduction, the level of 
military budgets for the current 
year of 1973. The part of the 
funds released as a result of the 
reduction to be used for render­ 
ing assistance to developing 
states could amount, for exam­ 
ple. to IO per cent 
“Of course, this measure re­ 
quires the participation of all 
states permanent members of 
the Security Council without 
exception. It is also desirable 
that other states possessing big 
economic .iud military poten­ 
tials should reduce their mili­ 
tary budgets, too ” 


Postal Service 
Asks Rate Hike 


WASHINGTON (UPI I -T h e 
U. S. Postal Service filed for­ 
mal notice today of plans for an 
across-the-board postal rate in­ 
crease including raising the 
price of 8-cent .stamps to a dime 
and U-cent airmail stamps to 
13 cents. 
But the service promised no! 
to put the higher rates into 
effect until after Christmas. 
Postmaster General Elmer T. 
Kl a sse n said he hoped the Cost 
of Living Council which must 
approve or disapprove the in­ 
creases within 30 days, would 
act favorably.

“If two countries have found it 
possible to start limiting their 
arms, then why cannot, say, 
five powers do likewise, provid­ 
ed, of course, that the security 
of neither of them is preju­ 
diced?” he said. “This being 
the case, what could impede the 
application of such a method in 
regard to a larger number of 
countries'* The more states par­ 
ticipate in the practical solution 
of the disarmament problem, 
the more tangible will be the 
benefit for the security of aU 
peoples."

Henry 
Kissinger 
warned Gromyko that concern 
in the United States over Soviet 
policies toward Jewish emigra­ 
tion could endanger trade con­ 
cessions to the Soviet Union, 
the Soviet foreign minister de­ 
clared 
“Some in the West are not 
loath to launch noisy propagan­ 
da campaigns and even to re­ 
sort to methods of blackmail in 
order to cover up their own 
attempts to interfere in the 
affairs of other countries 
“Sometimes, things reach the 
point when attempts are made 
to arrogate the right to instruct 
others as to who should resolve 
matters of emigration from this 
or that country..,, 
“The Soviet Union vigorously 
rejects that approach and con­ 
demns it. We shall allow no­ 
body to intefere with our inter­ 
nal affairs.*'

Hunt Hints His Crew 
Victims Of Sell-Out 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. suggested to­ 
day that his cohorts in the 
Watergate bugging were be­ 
trayed by a “double agent” 
who allegedly had Democratic 
ties and might have tipped off 
local police 
Testifying for a second day at 
the nationally televised Senate 
Watergate hearings. Hunt said 
he suspected Alfred C. Baldwin 
III —the man posted as the 
lookout for the burglars the 
night of the June 17, 1972 raid 
—had alerted authorities. 
Hunt said Baldwin had “inti­ 
mate ties" to some Democrats. 
Hunt s allegations were 
promptly denied by Baldwin's 
attorney. Robert C. Mirto, in 
West Haven. Conn., and disput­ 
ed by Sen. Lowell P Weicker, 
K Conn . a member of the Wat­ 
ergate committee 
“ It's absolutely not true,” 
Mirto said. “They got caught 
by their own stupidity 
Al has 
no ties with the Democratic 
Party whatsoever.” 
Weicker. a friend of Bald­ 
win’s. said Baldwin is a regis­ 
tered Republican in Connecticut 
and that Baldwin “flatly de­ 
nies” he acted as a double 
agent to trigger the arrests at 


the D em ocrats’ W atergate 
headquarters 
The double-agent theory- was 
posed by Sen. Edward J Gur 
ney, R-Fla., who asked Hunt if 
that could have been the reason 
the bugging team got caught. 
Baldwin was supposed to alert 
the Watergate burglars if law 
enforcement authorities came 
into the area and Hunt suggest 
ed that he might have warned 
those inside sooner about the 
arrival of police 
“The series of events of that 
night, taken in their totality. 
Sen. Gurney, have suggested to 
me for many months that we 
might have been —as it were — 
entrapped by information hav­ 
ing been provided beforehand 
to local law enforcement au­ 
thorities by a member of our 
unit.” Hunt said. 
Who do you think that 
was'*" Gurney asked 
“ I would have to indicate that 
the most likely subject was Mr

senting the Stinson Beach Coun­ 
ty Water District, said the 
board s order will be appealed 
to the State Water Resources 
Control Board 
Silvestri, members of the 
Stinson Beach board and prop­ 


erty owners objected that the 
county could handle any possi­ 
ble pollution from septic tanks 
in the community. 
The board’s order technically 
prohibits new septic tanks but 
the practical effect is to ban 
construction 


The order also prohibits use 
of any septic tanks after Oct 
15. 1977 
Spokesmen for the Stinson 
Beach District insisted that the 
community cannot afford to 
comply with state pollution re­ 
quirements Unless the regula­ 
tions are bent, they cautioned, 
district voters never will ap­ 
prove a sewer system to re­ 
place the septic tanks 
The view of the regional 
board's staff, however, was 
clear in its statem ent that, 
“The good intentions of the 
water district must be balanced 
against the long record of com­ 
munity opposition to sewering 
the area and delays in construc­ 
tion of a community sewerage 
system .” The staff also noted

Bolivian Overthrow Prevented 
LA PAZ, Bolivia (UPI) — The Bolivian govern­ 
ment said yesterday it smashed a leftwing plot by 
two former presidents to overthrow President 
Hugo Banzer Suarez’ military re­ 
gime.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Rev 
John A. Huffman, the Presby­ 
terian minister in Key Bis­ 
cayne. Fla . who preached a 
controversial—some say criti­ 
cal —sermon to President Nix­ 
on last Easter, says he can’t 
believe the President played 
any part in his impending 
transfer to Pittsburgh. 
Huffman, 33, delivered the 
sermon entitled "Almost a 
Christian” on Easter Sunday 
whi|e Nixon was attending serv­ 
ices. In it he advised the con­ 
gregation to drop any friends

A staff engineer for the 
board.

ic headquarters. 
Baldwin became a star prose­ 
cution witness at the Watergate 
trial ta January, of Hunt and 
six others indicted in the bur­ 
glary, and has never been 
charged for his role in the plot. 


Baldwin testified before the 
Senate committee May 24 that 
he was posted as lookout the 
night of the Watergate raid and 
shouted frantic warnings over a 
walkie-talkie when he saw 
plainclothes police entering the 
Watergate building He said the 
bugging team disregarded his 
warning. 


Hunt, wearing dark glasses 
under the glare of television 
lights, said Baldwin’s warning 
did not Mime in time. Hunt also 
said that, contrary to direct 
orders after the arrests, Bald­ 
win took the bugging gear to 
the home of James W McCord 
Jr.. then the Nixon campaign 
security chief and one of those* 
arrested. 
“ You don’t know that Bald­ 
win was a double agent, do 
you?" asked Chairman Sam J. 
Ervin, D-N. C. “ You just draw 
>ome inferences, surmises.” 
•Yes, sir," answered Hunt. 
Hunt, who worked 21 years 
for the CIA before retiring, 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy, 
burglary, bugging and wiretap­ 
ping for his role in Watergate 
last January and is serving a 
provisional, 35-year sentence.

He said hts committee oppos­ 
es any density zoning above 12 
units per acre and said this is 
the housing subcommittee’s 
major conflict with city staff. 
The proposed general plan pro­ 
vides residential density to 20 
units per acre. 


But Smith said the citizens’ 
subcommittee would go along 
with higher densities if used as 
a reward to encourage develop­ 
ers to include low income hous­ 
ing in projects. "We do not 
want high density unless it ac­ 
complishes a higher goal,"

Smith also noted his commit­

and said the general plan 
should encourage developers to 
build for more than two people 
per unit. 
The council also reviewed the 
transportation element of the 
proposed plan, and Ronald L

Life Wasted 


In Mental 


Institution 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 
When Martha Nelson was four 
years old she was committed to 
a state mental institution and 
no one knows for sure why. 
Today, 98 years later, she’s still 
there. 
Martha, who celebrated her 
102nd birthday in June at the 
Orient State Institute, was com­ 
mitted to the facility, then 
called the Columbus State Insti­ 
tute for the Feeble Minded, on 
June 25, 1875. 
"She never had a chance." 
said Dr. A Z. Soforenko, newly 
appointed superintendent of the 
institution. 
Although her records were 
destroyed in a fire in 1883 and 
no one knows for sure why 
Martha was committed, Sofor­ 
enko said she probably was a 
victim of "eugenic alarm." 
"During that time, it was 
believed if you moved feeble­ 
minded people out of a commu­ 
nity and into an institution, it 
(feeble mindedness) would nev­ 
er return to the community." 
Soforenko said, adding that 
such beliefs were common in 
the late 1800's. 
‘She apparently was trapped 
in that system. It was a wasted 
life." 


Even though she “ is quite 
coherent" for her age, Soforen­ 
ko said she is better off spend­ 
ing her life at Orient. 


"She has no relatives and has 
had no contact with anybody 
(except staff) for the last 78 to 
80 years." he said "Frankly, I 
don’t think it would serve Mar­ 
tha herself to be transferred. 
She has her cottage, has her 
routine and knows the staff 
"M y personal thrust," Sofor­ 
enko added, "is to make damn 
sure it doesn’t happen again."

Halt Teacher Hiring 


The MU] Valley School Dis­ 
trict has to tighten its budget 
because of dropping enrollment 
and should probably hire no 
more new teachers for a while, 
the district superintendent told 
its board last night. 


Supt. Peter G. Palches said 
he reported on the conse­ 
quences of the district’s enroll- 
ment drop of 154 students this 
year. “ While students have 
been declining, the number of 
teachers has stayed the same," 
said Palches, "and this means 
that overall we have very small 
classes." 


He said kindergarten through 
fifth grade classes average 
about 25 students each while 
Middle School classes average 
about 20 each. 


The district has 3,349 students 
this year compared to 3,195 last 
year. 
He said that after his report 
the board agreed to hire no new 


reading specialists for schools 
this fall and said three already 
in the district should be shared 
among all the schools. Earlier 
this year, the board had dis­ 
cussed hiring a reading special­ 
ist for every school. 
According to Palches, Carroll 
D. Killingsworth, district busi­ 
ness manager, also told the 
board that the state would not 
make the district take all at 
once the cut in state funds 
warranted by the drop in aver­ 
age daily attendance but would 
probably split the decrease 
over two years. 
Also last night the board told 
Principal Esther Padway of 
Alto-Edna Maguire School that 
it was interested in having her 
apply for a federal grant to 
help set up a media center at 
her school to study learning 
problems. But board members 
said they were not ready yet to 
decide if they could commit any 
district funds to the project.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Like 
to fly from Washington to Paris 
in 3 hours 25 minutes instead of 
7 hours or more? 


Its no problem if you can 
wangle a V IP seat on the 
world’s first supersonic passen­ 
ger airliner to fly from Dulles 
International Airport to Paris 
tomorrow. 


If you can’t, you will have to

Concorde 02. now on a demon­ 
stration flight to the United 
States, visited Fort Worth-Dal- 
las International airport Fri­ 
day, and then flew here. 


Only 28 passengers will be 
aboard tomorrow’s first North 
Atlantic SST passenger cross­ 
ing, as most of the seating 
accommodation has been re­

1973 Energy Crisis — And 1923 Scandal 


Different times; different 
standards. 
In May, 1921, the administra­ 
tion of naval oil reserves was 
transferred by President War­ 
ren G. Harding from the Navy 
Department to the Department 
of Interior. 
These oil fields had been set 
aside by the government to 
preserve an ample supply of oil 
for the Navy in case of any 
future emergency. 
A few months later, the De­ 
partment of Interior leased the 
Elk Hills oil reserve in south­ 
ern California to Pan-American 
Petroleum Co., headed by Ed­ 
ward L. Doheny. In April, 1922, 
it leased the Teapot Dome oil 
reserve in Wyoming to Mam­ 
moth Oil Co., headed by Harrry 
F^Sinclair. 
A Senate investigating com­ 
mittee headed by Sen. Thomas 
J. Walsh, D-Mont., began look­

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ing into the leases in 1922 and 
1923. It discovered that: (I) the 
leases permitted depletion of 
the Navy oil reserve; (2) they 
had been awarded without com­ 
petitive bidding; (3) Secy, of 
Interior Albert B. 
Fall had 
“ borrowed” $100,000 from Doh­ 
eny, which he did not repay. 
Fall went to prison for brib­ 
ery. The whole affair, under 
the name of “ Teapot Dome,” 
became the century’s most noi­ 
some scandal in the federal 
government (until Watergate, 
at least).

^Somewhat surprisingly, the legislative 
leaders kept their promise to the voters 
aod ended the first part of the new two 
ywrr session on schedule with the Sept 14 
recess 
-It was the only promise they kept. But 
since it is only half-time, the people will 
have to wait out next year to get the final 
snore 
"When Speaker Bob Moretti was prom­ 
oting the ballot measure to create the two 
yff^r sessions, using taxpayers money in 
tho effort, he promised an improved 
IfiEMature would result. 
And although the pledge that the fwo 
\£Jr session would not mean the legisla­ 
ture would meet continuously for two 
.vffirs has been kept, there is much to be 
*md of the manner in which it was 
a£Eieved. 
•Far from giving the legislature “ a 
inure business-like operation” as Moretti 
^ p resented it would do in his ballot 
argument, the final da>s witnessed the 
fizzled activity and confusion which has 
marked legislative endings as long as the 
liory of those on the scene can recall 
anything, it was worse than usual.

)3Sprs. Now they convene for two years 
ami work a few weeks.

‘‘working" short hours, three days a 
week. and taking four-day weekends 
One might well ask. “ What’s the differ­ 
ence between the old and the new?" The 
difference is that now they draw pay for 
seven days a week nearly all year 
around. 


There was some excuse for last-minute 
rushes when the Legislature met only 
every other year. And it was bad enough 
that the lawmakers tried to do all of their 
work at the last minute this year 
But what made it worse was that in the 
hectic scramble to get final passage on 
legislation, members were casting votes 
for others 
This “ ghost voting" as practiced by the 
Assembly is in violation of the constitu­ 
tion 
No person, other than the elected 
member, may cast that member's vote. 
Because of the wide publicity given to 
“ ghost 
voting” earlier this year, the 
Assembly adopted rules requiring the 
voting 
machine of each 
member be 
locked whenever a member was absent 
This. in the closing days, was not ob­ 
served. 
As a result members who were not 
present during a roll call were neverthe­ 
less recorded as having voted, thanks to 
their helpful brethren.

THE SENATE, which does not vote 
electrically, indulged in another form of 
’ ghost voting ’. They substituted a roll 
call on which all members had voted and 
used it to pass bills even though some of 
the senators on the roll call were no 
longer present. 
Despite these sleight-of-hand methods 
of voting, many a bm got lost in the 
shuffle. But it remains to be seen if that 
will preclude the same proposals from 
reappearing when the Legislature meets 
again next January. 
Moretti has promised the two-year 
session would put an end to reconsidering 
defeated legislation every year. Under 
I he new rules, bills which fail to pass the 
houses of origin in the first year cannot 
be revived the second year. 
But if the shell game which took place 
in the closing days by way of the last- 
minute amendment of defeated bills into 
those still alive is any indication, next 
year will see all the same old turkeys 
back for committee hearings just as 
though they had not been rejected this 
year. 


said oil production at Elk Hills 
should be stepped up to help 
ease the energy crisis. A week 
later, California’s two Demo­ 
cratic senators, Alan Cranston 
and James V. Tunney, an­ 
nounced they would introduce a 
bill to permit an immediate 
increase in production from the 
Elk Hills reserve. 
Cranston and Tunney pointed 
to a “ most critical problem” in 
Los Angeles, where the Los 
Angeles Department of Water 
and Power reported it is short 
40 per cent of its power needs 
for this winter. Starting produc­ 
tion from Elk Hills would alle­ 


viate this, they said in a joint 
announcement. 
Of course, there was no ener­ 
gy crisis in 1922. And the Navy 
survived World War II without 
having to deplete the reserves 
in either Elk Hills or Teapot 
Dome. 
We assume the bill proposed 
by Cranston and Tunney will 
not provide for no-bid leases — 
although we wonder a little 
about this, since Cranston said 
the production could be under­ 
way in IO days after the bill is 
passed. That doesn’t allow 
much time for taking bids.

Some people have 
expressed scorn at the 
idea of still another 
presidential 
commis­ 
sion, this time to ex­ 
amine the institution of the presidency 
itself. 
The reports of such commissions, they 
say, gather dust in the White House 
basement. It is easy to understand this 
attitude, but it is also easy to misunder­ 
stand how commissions operate and what 
they really accomplish. 
As a veteran of more presidential 
commissions than I care to count, ap­ 
pointed by three presidents, I dissent. 
They have more effect than they are 
given credit for. The bolder their study 
and recommendations, the more difficul­ 
ty there may be in carrying them out. 
There is always a gap between what 
ought to be done and what can practical­ 
ly be done But the recommendations are 
a goal, and over time it has been possible 
to get results. 


I SERV ED for several years on two 


statutory presidential commissions set up 
by act of Congress. They were the United 
States Commission for UNESCO, and the 
United States Commission of Informa­ 
tion. Not everything we urged the govern­ 
ment to do was done, but the results were 
not bad. We constituted a continuing 
channel between the government and the 
informed and interested elements of the 
national society. 


I was also a member of President 
Eisenhower’s National Goals Commis­ 
sion. Our recommendations seemed rea­ 
sonably bold at the time, but events have 
come far beyond them. National policies, 
national expenditures for the needs and 
purposes we defined, have become 
stronger as the years pass. We failed to 
foresee many problems, but our efforts 
were far from wasted even if we did not 
reach far enough 


The most controversial body on which I 
served, the Commission on Campus Un­ 
rest 
(the Scranton Commission), was 
criticized from within the White House

and certainly he would 
keep any of his sources from talking to 
the press at this time." 
A check at the Justice Department 
revealed that while unnamed Justice 
Department officials were going ahead 
with pursuing the charges made against 
the vice president, they had no knowl­ 
edge of the vice president’* future politi­ 
cal plans A highly placed source close to 
an 
unidentified attorney general who 
formerly was secretary of HEW and 
defense denied that any leaks about the 
resignation came from the Justice De­ 
partment. “ We are not the only people in 
Washington who have unnamed sources." 


Ti) M AKE THINGS more confusing, 
the Washington Post referred to its un 
named source as a * Republican Party 
leader ’’ Since the Republican Party has 
no leaders, the feeling among a number 
of unnamed newspapermen here is that 
this was a smoke screen to protect the 
Post’s real source, who probably insisted 
that his identity be disguised 
Whatever the truth of the matter, there 
is general agreement here that there are 
many unnamed sources in Washington 
who are out to get the vice president. 
At one time the V.P thought they were 
all in the press But lately he s realized 
most of the unnamed sources are mem­ 
bers of his own political party. 
He also has reason to believe that the 
administration is either encouraging the 
unnamed sources to speak out or at least 
doing nothing to keep these sources quiet. 
Proof (rf this is that every time some­ 
one asks an anonymous White House 
spokesman where an unnamed President 
of the United States stands on the vice 
president, the spokesman says, not for 
attribution, * No comment.”

AS FOR THE presidency, it is obvious 
that very careful and wise study is 
necessary. The office has grown stupen­ 
dously; it has been largely uncontrollable 
by Congress; its power has been exer­ 
cised inordinately. The possibility of 
abuse of such an executive instrument is 
far greater than anything that has hap­ 
pened yet. It must be brought back into 
the healthy checks-and balances system 
of American government. 
And yet we also know that the presi­ 
dency must have capacities not dreamed 
of a generation ago The cabinet depart 
ments and the independent agencies have 


sprawled not so much out of control (they 
should not be actually controlled! as out 
of coordination 
They can be drawn 
together only by the White House. Yet, 
when, as in the Kissinger appointment as 
secretary of state, the liaison with the 
President can be performed by the cabi­ 
net officer himself, it is far better 
There are many imaginative ways in 
which the office of the presidency can be 
improved. Some of the suggestions of 
Minnesota Sen. Walter Mondale. who 
proposed the presidential commission, 
are very interesting — especially those 
which would link the executive into closer 
liaison with the legislative branch And. 
as an added starter, perhaps the commis­ 
sion could consider whether the United 
States should ever separate the ceremon­ 
ial office of head of state from the 
political and administrative office of 
head of government To differentiate the 
symbolic role of president from the 
workaday politican who runs the govern­ 
ment is a goal not to be scorned

Asked 
to appear at a recent Republican rally in 
San Diego, Connatly drew a rousing 
response with the kind of straight from- 
thc-shoulder, tough-talking speech he has 
bei n making everywhere. 
Should Connally be named vice prest- 
dent following the resignation of Spiro 
Agnew, widely reported as a possibility 
or even a probability, the former Demo­ 
crat would have a formidable advantage 
for the nomination While conceding this 
the Reagan backers are reluctant to 
believe that their fellow Californian, 
Richard Nixon, would do this to them 
Reagan's operation is carefully geared 
to the repeated private polls taken by Im 
financial backers.

Indian Valley Colleges Finds 
Home In Elementary School 


The building at 720 Ignacio 
Boulevard looks like Pacheco 
Elementary School, but the sign 
outside says “ Indian Valley 
Colleges, 
and the students on 
their way to classes are some­ 
what larger and older than they 
used to be. 
It has been that way for 
several weeks, since President 
Ernest H. Berg and his crew 
have transformed an elementa­ 
ry school plant into a college 
Indian Valley Colleges, which 
had classes at various locations 
in the Novato area last year, 
has settled in a tem porary 
home, a change that Berg said 
has given the colleges a sense 
of being established. 
Indian Valley Colleges will 
really be established when it 
moves to the permanent cam ­ 
pus at Pacheco Ranch, about a 
mile to the west, in January, 
1975. 
WITH MORE THAN 1,100 stu­ 
dents and a faculty of five full­ 
time and 50 part-time instruc­ 
tors, Indian Valley Colleges 
may be a little cramped in an 
elementary school setting, but 
Berg isn’t unhappy. 
“ People don't realize you can 
operate a college in an elemen­ 
tary school at very little ex­ 
pense,” he said the other day 
on a tour of the school. 
The rooms “are large for 
elementary school rooms, in 
fact for college rooms,” he 
>aid “ Ifs a great plant. It will 
work out very well.” 
The m ulti-purpose building 
will be used for physical educa­ 
tion. lecture hall, student news­ 
paper office, snack bar and 
community events, he said 
For the first time in its brief 
history. Indian Valley Colleges 
has its own library, 6.000 vol- 
umes and furniture from the

ervoir and the Wishon R eser­ 
voir dow nstream .

T hree re v e rsib le pum p -tu r- 
bines in the power plant will 
have a total generating capaci­ 
ty of 1.05 million kilowatts. 
W ater will be released from 
Courtright Lake to Wishon Lake 
during peak power dem ands.

Giant Orange has shriveled, the 
squeeze put on it by that h ar­ 
binger of progress, the freeway. 
Before the days of clowns 
that jum p out of boxes and 
arches cram m ed the sides of 
highways with their beckoning 
call for refreshm ents, the Giant 
Oranges were the oases for 
w eary N orthern California mo­ 
torists. The 10-foot high stucco 
oranges, staffed by pretty teen­ 
age girls, once dotted 
rural 
highways. 
The first wras opened in Tracy 
in the 1920s and the last of the 
chain closed here in late July, a 
victim of the freeway. 
The 
G iant 
O range 
chain 
reached its peak of 16 outlets in 
the 1950s, the very tim e the 
freeways started in earnest. 


The freeways brought along 
cyclone fences that cut off ac­ 
cess to the little stands and 
their fresh orange juice 


Arnot Ballenger, 68, operated 
the last of the chain. 
“ It's been a good business 
and it's been a good life." he 
said “ And we met a lot of good 
people.v 


As the freew ays spread, the 
Giant O ranges disappeared one 
by one: T racy, Placerville. Ma­ 


dera. Redding, Galt. Chowchil­ 
la, etc. 
Ballenger was the son-in-law 
of Frank Pohl, of Richmond, 
the m ;p behind the chain. 
“ Why did 
he pick orange 
juice?” Ballenger said. “ I don't 
know. Just a dream of his. I 
guess." 
Ballenger m arried into the 
business 
in 
1939, 
five years 
before Pohl retired. 
He said that during the 1930s 
a truckload of fresh oranges 
picked in the San Fernando 
Valley 
arrived every second 
day to keep the stands supplied 
“ At that time we had about 14 
stands up and down the state, 
all in the fam ily’s nam es," he 
said. 
Ballenger recalled that dur­ 
ing the 1950s when business hit 
its peak his two stands in this 
area were squeering juice from 
12.000 oranges a week. 


“ You would never get rich, 
m aybe, but you'd make a good 
living" he siad. 


There were other problems 
for the Giant Oranges beside 
the freeways. 
’ 
* 


Competitors went up every­ 
where. in the 1950s even copy­ 
ing the unique shape of the 
stands. But there was business 


fo r ev ery o n e in those d ay s 
when more and m ore people 
started hitting the two and four 
lane roads in the chain's terri­ 
tory 


Bigger drive-ins with m ore 
extensive m enus also cam e into 
being. Even air-conditioning in 
cars helped bring on the death 
of the Giant Orange. 


"This all took a little bit of 
business aw ay." said Ballen­ 
ger. 
There s no doubt, however, 
that the real culprit was the 
freeway. 


Ballenger carried on with the 
final stand in the chain until a 
few weeks ago when access was 
cut off to his stand by the 
freeway and business dried up. 
Ballenger says giant oranges 
are still sitting by the roadsides 
in some places, boarded up and 
gathering dust. And a couple of 
im itators are still operating. 


The last time the Giant Or­ 
ange ball was used to dispense 
orange juice was in 1963. 
“ They were getting too sm all 
to work in and the health de­ 
p a rtm e n ts w ere co m p lain in g 
that too much dirt was coming 
in the open windows,” Ballett-1 
ger said. 


Some of the stucco balls were 
left standing next to the more 
orthodox wooden buildings that 
becam e the business end of the 
enterprise. 
They were just for display 
then, how ever." Ballenger said. 


Kosygin Taking Cautious 
Road On Geneva Session 


BELGRADE (UPI) -S o v iet 
P rem ier Alexei N. Kosygin said 
yesterday Moscow intends to 
uphold the principles of interna­ 
tional coexistence at the cur­ 
rent European Security Confer­ 
ence 
but 
will not lower its 
g u ard a g a in st hostile influ­ 
ences. 
“ We will continue to coordi­ 
nate the policy of peaceful co­ 
ex iste n ce reso lu tely re sistin g 
the policy of im perialist aggres­ 
sion," Kosygin said at a lunch­ 
eon on the first day of a visit to 
Yugoslovia 
It was the second tim e in a 
week a Soviet leader warned 
the West not to expect many 
concessions at the Geneva con­ 
ference despite Moscow’s inter­ 
est in improved relations. 


Soviet Communist Party Gen­ 
eral Secretary Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev m ade a sim ilar speech last 
W ednesday during an unofficial 
visit to Y ugoslavia's 
Balkan 
neighbor, Bulgaria. 
“ A ttem pts to solve interna­ 
tional problem s by violating the 
legitim ate rights of others, a t­ 
tem pts to impose on people the 
will of o th e rs, m ight b rin g 
about only intensified interna­ 
tional tension.” Brezhnev had 
said. 
Kosygin, in his luncheon re­ 
m arks, said the Soviet Union 
would 
not 
try to force any 
conditions on any other nation 
at the security conference, but 
was opposed to “ any attem pt to 
clam p down on the Soviet Un­ 
ion."

Center Is Sought To Help 
Victims Of Sexual A ttacks 


Inspired by a Ms. magazine 
article, a Terra Linda woman 
began two weeks ago to set up 
a rape crisis center for Marin 
County. 


Already 
she has enlisted 
som e interested psychiatrists 
and gynecologists to work with 
her, and she will meet at 8 p.m. 
Thursday with a like-minded 
group of the Marin Women’s 
Center at the YWCA in San 
Rafael. 
Raminia Eremian said that 
she hoped the Rape Crisis Cen­ 
ter could be run through the 
existing Marin Women's Center 
switchboard at the YWCA, so 
that a rape victim could call 
there immediately and volun­ 
teers would arrive to offer com­ 
panionship and see that she was 
rushed to a hospital or gynecol­ 
ogist to establish the evidence 
needed for law enforcement. 


“A lot of victims don’t let the 
police know or realize that the 
evidence is needed We have to 
re-educate people and the law 
not to shrug this crime off." she 
explained. 


Currently she is seeking from 
IO to 15 screened volunteers 
who will becom e a support 
group to the victim and ease 
the process needed to file a 
legally sound complaint report 
to the police. 
Mrs. Eremian 
also said that the crisis center 
volunteers would work to edu­ 
cate the public about the crime 
of rape 


To aid the victim, the center 
would 
help 
ease 
the 
way 
through the medical examina­ 
tion and questions from police 
and law yers. Mrs. Erem ian 
said she is attempting to line up 
gynecologists who would volun­ 
teer to be available on a rotat 
ing basis for immediate exami 
nation of rape victim # A 24 
hour system 
is needed, she 
said. 
She also hopes to be able to 
help im prove com m unication 
between law enforcement offi­ 
cials and rape victims. Fart of 
her plan for the center is to 
offer psychological help to the 
family 
and the husbands of 
rape victims, as well as to the 
women themselves. 
Mrs. 
Eremian 
said 
family 
planning aid for rape victims 
and working with children who 
have been molested are a part 
of her plans. “ Rapists are often 
from the background of being 
molested as children,” she said. 
She has contacted the Bay 
A rea W omen A gainst R ape 
group, one of several centers 
opening in the U.S., for infor­ 
mation and know-how, and she 
encourages persons who wish to

Bolinas Lagoon To Be Meadow? 


I-J Special Report 
MENLO PARK - Bolinas La 
goon probably will be nothing 
more than a muddy meadow 
within as few as RO years, the 
U.S. Geological Survey report­ 
ed yesterday 
The 1,106-acre lagoon is fill­ 
ing so rapidly with silt that it 
will be filled to mean sea level 
in RO to IOO years. It then w> uld 
be flooded only at high water 
levels, and would rise above the 
highest levels in 340 to 650 
years, according to the survey 
analysis. 
Its 74*pagc report on the find­ 
ings was silent on how the 
demise of the lagoon might be 
prevented, concluding simply 
"the presence of extensive tidal 


flats and salt marshes indicates 
that Bolinas Lagoon seems to 
be in the last stages of lagoonal 
existence.” 


A press release with the re­ 
port. however, called the lagoon 
"a potential small-craft har­ 
bor.” 
The mean depth of the lagoon 
iww is 18 inches, but an aver­ 
age annual deposit of 16 acre- 
feet of silt a year will halve the 
depth to nine inches in 50 years, 
the report said 


The report was .-.tarted in 1967 
when the Bolinas Harbor Dis­ 
trict proposed massive dredg­ 
ing for a huge marina and 
commercial development in the 
lagoon 
D istrict consultants 


Tiburon Goes Along 
On Rejecting House 


Plans for a home which an­ 
gry neighbors called "a stock 
project house" were rejected 
last night by the Tiburon City 
Council 
The hearing on the house 
designed for 8 Mali mo Court 
marked the first time that the 
council has reviewed plans for 
a single-family home since it 
passed strict design control pro­ 
cedures early this year for such 
construction 
The house considered last 
night drew several protesting 
neighbors who argued repeated 
ly with the architect while the 
council tried to keep order. 
Previously, a single-fam ily 
home could be built merely by 
applying to the city staff for a 
building permit Now plans for 
homes must have a hearing 
before the board of design re­ 
view 
In this case. Twentieth Cento* 
ry Homes of San Rafael was 
appealing the decision of the 
design review panel which 
twice rejected its plans for a 
two-story redwood house with 
mansard roof on the grounds 
that they were "too boxy.” 
Neighbors last night com ­ 
plained that they would be look 
tug at massive walls if the 
house were built 
” 1 don't think we should be 
subjected to looking at a stock 
project house, a Muir Meadows 
house like this one,'' said Larry 
J Cha zen of 16 Malvino Court 
“ With this place, I'd be stuck 
with looking at a house I could 
look at anywhere in the coun 
ty 
When a councilm an asked 


what kind of house Chazen 
would like, he replied, “one like 
our house " 
Architect Harold Weiss said 
that although his firm had built 
the same model several times 
throughout Marin County, it 
was constructed only on lots 
that fitted the design 
He 
com plained that 
one 
neighborhood woman had been 
shocked when he told her the 
house would sell for about $75.- 
U00, "This is the whole basis of 
their arguments,” he said about 
the neighbors "They're afraid 
someone wUl move into their 
neighborhood who could only 
pay $75,000 for a house Some 
poor person ” 
Councilman M. Carlisle Beck­ 
er moved to accept Weiss's 
plans on the grounds that 
"whether we like the design or 
not, the architect has the right 
to do what he’s appealing to 
do 
But his motion failed 
"If we didn’t have things like 
design review, people could do 
anything they wanted to do 
here," said Mayor Branwell D 
Fanning 
The council members then 
voted 4-to-l to reject the plan 
Councilmen urged him to reap­ 
ply with a modified design, and 
they asked the board of design 
review to come up with more 
specific suggestions how Weiss 
could improve his plan 
After the vote, Weiss told the 
council

Seized in the raid were small 
quantities of LSD. cocaine, 
marijuana, hashish and an die 
gal tear gas weapon McGuire 
said the amounts of th** drugs 
suggested they were for "per­ 
sonal use rather than for distr 
button or sale "

London Bridge Leap 
By Riggs Forbidden 


LAKE HAVASU CITY. Ariz. 
‘UPI) — Bobby Riggs cannot 
use the transplanted London 
Bridge to carry out his promise 
to jump off a bridge if he lost 
his tennis match to Billie Jean 
King. Mohave County sheriff 
Philip Jordan said yesterday. 
Riggs was quoted as saying 
in an Atlanta news conference 
that he would come here this 
week to jump off the bridge as 
a result of losing the “ battle of 
the sexes” in three straight sets 
to Mrs. King last Thursday at 
the Houston Astrodome 
"If Bobby Riggs or anyone 
else tries to jump off London 
Bridge, he will be arrested," 
said Jordan. "Jumping from 
the center span of the bridge 
would be extremely dangerous 
and would almost certainly re­ 
sult in death or serious injury ." 
The sheriff said it is 55 feet 


from the bridge to the water, 
which is currently at low level 
and no more than 6 feet deep 
under the span. 
“ We have nothing against 
Riggs personally. He's been at 
Lake Havasu City to play tennis 
and he s always welcome." said 
Jordan, 
The sheriff said reports that a 
number of persons had jumped 
from the bridge for fun were 
totally false. He said. "At one 
time. when the channel was at 
its highest level, there were a 
couple of instances of young­ 
sters risking their necks by 
diving off the bridge We put a 
stop to that promptly.*'

S A C R A M E N T O (U P I) - A s 
expected, fewer ducks arrived 
in California s Central Valley 
this year. 
The Department of Fish and 
Game said yesterday an aerial 
survey confirmed forecasts 
from Alaskan and Canadian 
breeding grounds that the num­ 
ber of waterfowl would be down 
substantially. 
The department estimated 
the Central Valley duck popula­ 
tion at 576,000, a drop of 29 per 
cent from last fall’s total of 
815.000. 
But a late hatch in the north 
could increase this year's fig­ 
ure "significantly," the depart­ 
ment said. 
The survey showed the ma­ 
jority of ducks in the San Joa­ 
quin Valley with a total of 
325,700. The Sacramento Valley 
count was 128,520 with the area 
between Sacramento and San 
Francisco accounting for 121,- 
710. 
The department also reported 
relatively low waterfowl losses 
this year due to botulism in the 
San Joaquin Valley. So far the 
disease has killed 2.189 ducks 
and 1.463 shorebirds of other 
-pecies.

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Butz Says Food Prices 
Will Level Off Shortly 


CHICAGO (UPI) —Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
predicted yesterday that in­ 
creased farm production will 
stop the rise of food prices and 
that shoppers will soon be buy­ 
ing beef in large quantities. 


At a news conference before 
he spoke to a meeting of the 
American Meat Institute, Butz 
said food prices will stop climb­ 
ing. but they will never again 
go down as low as they once 
were.

The American housewife can 
never again expect to get 89- 
cent-a-pound beef, Butz said, 
“any more than I can expect to 
buy a Chevrolet for $1,000 or 
pay a plumber $20 for a repair 
bill instead of the $80 I must 
now pay.” 
But he did predict that the 
farm price index due for re­ 
lease in mid-October would 
show a decline of about 12 per 
cent. He said the index of farm 
prices went up 18 per cent from 
July to August but with lifting 
of ceilings, about two-thirds of 
that rise has been erased. 
Later, speaking to AMI mem­ 
bers. Butz said the recent lift­ 
ing of beef price ceilings will 
brng an increased supply flow­ 
ing from farmers who had been 
holding back cattle. He said 
“ beef remains the prestige 
meat.” 
“Some scare talk developed 
while the price freeze was on," 
Butz said. “Some said eating 
habits changed during the peri­ 
od of scarcity and people are 
turning away from beef 
“There s a little truth to this, 
but not much. When prices are 
very high or when meat count­ 
ers are empty, people do buy 
other foods," he said. The agri­ 
culture secretary said today’s 
affluent consumers prefer meat 
when they can get it and pre­ 
dicted “They will buy all we 
slaughter." 
Butz. who has blamed the use 
of price controls for this sum­ 
mer's disruption of meat sup­ 
plies. said per capita meat con­ 
sumption this year will be down 
from 
1972. 
But he predicted 
growing supplies as farmers 
respond to high prices and said 
beef consumption per person by 
1985 may reach 140 pounds an­ 
nually, up one third from last 
year 


Sewage Plant That Fuels Itself 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Ev­ 
ery day the City of Los Angeles 
generates 350 million gallons of 
sewage. That’s about 125 gal­ 
lons for every man, woman and 
child within its boundaries. 
The liquid and solid waste 
produced in homes, businesses 
and industry is quietly carried 
away undergound through more 
than 5,800 miles of mainline 
sewers, enough pipeline to 
reach from here to Washington, 
D. C. and back again. 
The pipelines range in size 
from about the diameter of a 
pie tin to the height and width 
of a train car. The largest 
sewer pipeline is IO "4 feet high 
and 12 % feet wide 
The lines weave in and out 
through various ventilation 
chambers, siphons, pumping 
plants and about 100,000 man­ 
holes peeking up out of the 
street pavement along the 
city’s roadways. Some of the 
manholes extend loo feet into 
tfie ground and are large 
enough for inspection boats. 
This underground world is 
under the purview of some 250 
public works employes includ­ 
ing engineers, chemists, super­ 
intendents and m echanics. 
Their job is to service and 
maintain the sewer system on a 
24 hours a day basis, a $2 
million payroll for the city 
Major contributors to the 
city’s waste production are in­ 
dustries. They are permitted to 
discharge liquid wastes into the 
sanitary sewers and storm 
drains provided they are suffi­ 
ciently pollutant-free to meet 
water quality control stan­ 
dards 


Industry is inspected regular­ 
ly for compliance, and the cost 
of administering the monitoring 
program is carried through an­ 
nual inspection fees. 


Bureau of Sanitation workers 
also must constantly inspect 
and clean the sewer lines and 
pumping plants which lift the 
sewage from low-lying areas. 


But the sewer lines are only 
artificial riverways and con­ 
duits whose main task is to 
carry the wastes to three major 
land outfalls— collecting points 
for sewage from many incom­ 
ing lines. 


One of these outfalls, which 
measures some 9 xk feet in 
diameter, is a tunnel built un 
der the Los Angeles Interna­ 
tional Airport. 
The outfalls collect all the 
material and send it to the 
treatment plants where the real 
work of processing the sewage 
begins. 
The main treatment facility 
is the Hyperion Treatment 
Plant at Playa del Rey Beach. 
a few miles southwest of down­ 
town Los Angeles. 
The Hyperion plant, built in 
1950, was the turning point in 
efficient waste disposal for the 
city. Prior to 1950, the Santa 
Monica Bay and many of the 
city's beaches were polluted 
and some condemned. 
The plant and the sewer sys­ 
tem cost a total of $75 million. 
What happens to the waste 
material at the Hyperion plant 
involves a series of separation 
procedures 
Raw. waste enter?* the plant 
and all types of coarse debris is 


ground up in seven bar screens 
and four disintegrators. 
Next stop is the grit removal 
tanks. Sand and mineral matter 
is allowed to settle, leaving the 
lighter organic material. The 
gnt is separated in a process 
which takes about IO minutes. 
Then it is washed and taken by 
truck for use as land fill. 
The bulk of the waste contin­ 
ues through the primary treat­ 
ment process, all the time me­ 
tered so the flow is steadily 
controlled 
The primary treatment is like 
a glass jar filled with mud and 
water. After a while the mud 
will settle to the bottom of the 
jar 
In much the same way, 
solid waste material is allowed 
to settle to the bottom of 12 
primary sedimentation tanks 
covered by concrete slabs. 
It takes about I Vt hours for 
the solid matter to settle and 
the grease, and floating matter 
to rise to the top 
Grease skimmers collect the 
floatable material and wooden 
cross pieces scrape the bottom 
for the solid or sludge matter. 
Both the sludge and the grease 
are removed to digestion tanks 
and the rest of the liquid waste 
is ready to be pumped out to 
sea. 
But the remainder of the flow 
is sent through an activated 
sludge p rocess. A ctivated 
sludge is organic matter which 
is combined with oxygen. The 
oxygen accelerates the natural 
breakdown of the organic mat­ 
ter by bacteria. 
This is accomplished in 32 
open aeration tanks, each 300

Man Admits

But what about the sludge 
that isn t clear enough to be 
sent out to sea? 
That sludge is sent through 
digesters, 18 tanks where the 
bacteria is nurtured in a oxy­ 
gen free atmosphere kept at 
about body temperature. Live 
steam is shot into the tanks to 
keep up the heat so that bacter­ 
ia can break down the organic 
material. 
About half of the sludge is 
transformed into a gas con­ 
sisting of two-thirds methane 
which is then used to fuel the 
plant's generators and pumps 
and one-third carbon dioxide. 
Any leftover fuel is sold to the 
city’s Department of Water and 
Pow er Scattergood Steam 
Plant. 
The other half of the sludge is 
a humus-like substance which 
is passed through vibrating 
screens. What doesn’t pass 
through is hauled to land fill 
sites by truck, and what does is 
pumped seven miles out to sea. 
The plant gets about 94 per 
cent of its power from gas 
produced by its own sludge 
digestion system and much of 
the sewer line flow moves sole­ 
ly by the force of gravity. The 
system is almost totally self- 
sufficient 
In the future, the Bureau of 
Sanitation hopes to reclaim 
waste waters for use in the 
irrigation of golf courses, park 
lands and greenbelts through­ 
out the semi arid Southern Cali­ 
fornia area. Reclaimed water 
could conceivably be drawn di­ 
rectly from the sewer lines and 
converted at proposed reclama­ 
tion plants.

MONTREAL (UPI) -Labor 
disputes in eastern Canada's 
paper industry have caused a 
production loss of 370,000 tons 
of newsprint and cost the mills 
$50 million, two industry asso­ 
ciations said yesterday. 
The Canadian Pulp and Pa­ 
per Association iCPPA) said the 
losses reflected the effects of 
strikes against three major pa­ 
per companies since late sum­ 
mer. 
The CPPA, which had fore­ 
cast this year’s production at 
near IO million tons, has re­ 
vised its prediction to a maxi­ 
mum of 9.3 million tons.
